Senate Adopts Resolution Rat- 


ifying Amendment, 


ASSURES 
TEACHERS' 
JOBS 


Both Branches of Legislature P»> 


Bill to Give Permanent Employment 
to School Teacher*—Framing Ap 


portlonment Act.

Both branches of the legl.-lature 


made rapid progress last week in the 
matter of pending legislation and the 
advancement of bills which :ire of 
state-wide importance and which have 
more or less retarded the pr >gress 
hoped to be mado when the tesaion 
first convened. 


Probably the roost Important of the 


measures finally passed by both hous- 
es was the resolution introdured in 
the house by Representative Edward 
E. Jones, of Susquebamia count -', pro- 
viding for the election of United Stales 
senators by the direct vote "f the 
people. 
This resolution was n the 


shape of an aBreement tn an I'nicnd 
inent to the constitution of the "nited 
States changing the mode of e acting 
members of the United States : enate 
which has to be ratified by thirty six 
states of the Union, and Penns) ivanla 
is the thtrty-nftli state to go on record 
In favor of the amendment. 
Khould 


one more state pass the amendment n 
means that the successor to United 
States Senator Penrose will be t lected 
by the vote of the people ot the state 
(it the election In 1'JH, and us the 
consent of the last state aeems to be 
assured the action of the state senate 
In adopting the amendment 13 of more 
than passing importance. 


The Jones resolution, which massed 


.the house in the first weeks >f the 
session, was adopted by the senate t>y 
a unanimous vote, but before this was 
done Senator McNIchol. of PWIadel 
pliia, presented a bill providing for 
the machinery for the direct election 
of United States senators, which Is « 
positive indication that the leaders 
are BMlsfled that the amendment will 
be finally ratified by the required num 
her of states. Senator McNIcho 's bill 
provides that after the constitution of 
the United States shall be an ended 
. to provide for the election or 'Jnlteci 
States senators by the direct vote of 
the people, candidates for the office 
of United States senator shall be- nom 
inatcd and elected In the year next 
preceding the expiration of thi term 
of office of the senator whose t ucces 
sor U to be elected. In the event of a 
vacancy there Is a proviso that where 
the vacancy ahull occur within sixty 
days of a general election, sn -h va- 
cancy shall be filled at the neM suc- 
ceeding general election. Immediately 
following a vacancy the governor 
would appoint a senator to serv-; until 
his successor should be elected, and 
under the existing election law this 
would .make It possible for an ap- 
pointee to serve for two years. 


The senate also had before It the 


bill providing for woman's suffrage, 
and It was hoped by the membeis that 
this measure could finally be disposed 
of one way or the other. It Is doubt- 
ful if any proposition has 
e (acted 


more time and attention of the mem 
hers than this one has, and there Is 
not a day passes but that scores ol 
telegrams are received from all see 
tlona of the state bearing upon this 
subject. 


As an Indication of the Inten-st be- 


ing taken in the matter, one s-mator 
cited the fact that In one dar last 
week he received not less than sixty 
eight telegrams on the subject, to say 
nothing of the personal sollc tailnn 
•which he baa ha<T to put up wit)< both 
here and at bis home. When the bill 
was reached, therefore, it was hoped 
that final action would be taken on it, 
but

Powell, of Allegheny 


county, moved that It ue postponed 
for the present, on the plea thai 
senators were absent, four of whom 
were on reoord as favoring th<3 bill. 
Objection'to this was made by tbe op 
ponents of the bill, and Upon tin ques- 
tion being submitted to a vote t was 
found that for the Hist time In many 
years the senate had cast a tic vote 
Under tbe law thin Is the onl> time 
that the lieutenant governor Is prlvi 
leged to vote, and Lieutenant clover 
nor Reynolds exercised Ills pr-sroga 
tlve by voting with the snKraglits for 
postponement. The voto on the ques- 
tion stood 21 to 21, with the iiemenant 
governor casting the deciding vote 


Tenure of Office BUI Passe i. 


The house has finally passed the bill 


presented li*' the senate by Senato 
Snyder. of Schnylklll county, which, 
If signed by the governor, wil give 
permanent employment to all public 
school teachers who hold pern anent 
tertlflcates.

Westmoreland, who declared that hf 
did not believe that II would he p tht 
teachers, but on the other hand ivoul: 
Injure tbe children, as the presen 
plan of employing teachers is :in In 
eentlae -to good work. On the othei 
band It was contended by Hepresen 
tatlve ConnKf, of I.nzeroe. thnt th' 
only opposition to the bill came from 
the states auperlntendents, and tha: 
the bill would release the te^chert 
frotn directors, who are In many cases 
nothing more than petty politicians. 
thus placing the entire school system 
again In the hands of politician. The 
bill was passed anally by a vote of 
113 to 66. and now goes to th. gov- 
.ernor for his action. 


Another measure which has hem ex- 


ercising the patience of the me iibers 
at the h&nse was finally disposed of 
when it voted down the hill pro idln? 
for a license and regulation of every 
political and social club In the state 
The question came up when the bill 
was reached on second readlnp, and 
after considerable debate it was voted 
down by 111 nays to 77 yeas. The 
author of tbe bill tried to te 1 the 
bouse of the beneficial effects c.f the 
bill and tbe advantages to be falnetl 
by the licensed saloon or hotel l-eeper 
by Its enactment, but the g. neral 
proposition seemed to be in bar odor 
with tbe bouse, and It was defeated. 


Th» commission merchants of Phil 


•dclpbla and Pittsburgh have made a 
vigorous protest to the committee on 
Barlcultnre of the house against the 
faroranle report of the bill presented 
by R«W»»«»t*tlTe Williams, of Tloga 
eoMtf.'tnvUlos for the llcensin? and 
bondias Of PW*0"8.

The com 
mission merchants pointed out tha 
they favor the enactment of a law 
which will drive out dishonest dealers 
and men who have brought the com 
mission business Into disrepute, b> 
they claim that the bill offered by M 
Williams does not do this and pro 
vides lor a method of taxation and 
regulation which Is unjust and unfair. 
Framing Legislative Apportionment. 
The first atepa looking to a reap 


portlonment of the legislative districts 
of the state have been taken by the 
house committee having control o 
this subject. The committee had be 
fore it two bills, one presented by Mr 
Allen, of Allegheny, and the other b> 
Mr. Post, of Washington county. The 
former provider for apportioning the 
state Into 205 districts, which is al 
that It Is really entitled to under the 
last census, while the latter provides 
for 207 districts, an'd as this Is uncon 
stitutional It Is not being given more 
than passing consideration.

the proposed new law Philadelphia 
county will lose one of Its members 
making Its representation In the nex 
house forty instead of forty-one mem 
hers, while Allegheny county will have 
twenty-six 
Instead 
of 
twenty-four 


as at present. 


!n addition to Philadelphia the conn 


ties losing representatives are Brad 
lord, which Is reduced from two ti 
one member; Clearfleld, which is re 
duced from three to two members 
Lancaster, whicrTls reduced from Bvi 
to four members; Cumberland, whlcl 
Is reduced from two to one member 
McKean, which is reduced from tw 
to one; Tioga, which loses one of Its 
two members, and Venango, which Is 
reduced from two to one representa 
live. The counties which gain are Al 
Icgheny, which will have twenty-sl> 
Instead of twenty-four members; In 
diana, which will have two Instead o 
one; Washington, whlcb will have four 
slead of three, and 
Westmoreland 


which gains one member, making He 
total representation five Instead o 
four members. 
The ratio under the 


1910 
census is 38,326, and It takes five 


full ratios to constitute a legislative 
district except that it is provided by 
the constitution that every county it 
entitled to at least one representa 
tlve, whether It has the required ra 
tlo or not. 


It Is pointed out that the losses in 


membership In Philadelphia, Bradford 
Clearfleld, McKean, Cumberland, Tiogo 
and Venango are not due to reducer 
population, eicept In the cases ol 
Bradford, McKean and Tloga coun 
ties, but to the higher ratio caused by 
the greater pooulatlon of the state 


Opposition to Good Roads Loan. 
It looks as If the amendment to the 


constitution authorizing the $50,000, 
000 bond Issue to improve state roads 
which was passed at the last session 
and which has to be passed this ses 
slon and then submitted to the peopl 
at the next election, will have har, 
sledding before It succeeds In passing 
the house at this session. For some 
time past a combination ol the Demo 
crats and the Progressives have been 
framing up to defeat the resolutioi 
when It comes up, solely to get n 
crack at Governor Tener and State 
Highway Commissioner Btgelow, and 
this feeling culminated last week when 
Representative John R. K. Scott, who 
has been foremost In this opposition 
moved that the resolution be rerom 
milled lo the committee on puiih< 
roads for a public hearing on the ma: 
ter In the near future. 


Scott declared that while he vote., 


for the resolution two years ago IK 
Would like to be further enllghlened 
on the subject before he cast his vote 
for it this year and that he believed 
that a number 
of other 
members 


thought likewise. At the time of mak 
Ing his motion for recommitment a 
number ot the members liad left the 
capltol to prep ..e for their week-em! 
home trip, and his motion was adopter! 
by a vote of «9 to 54. After this action 
Governor Tener deplored the fact that 
the enemies of the administration and 
good roads had taien advantage o 
the small attendance to bring up th. 
mater, and he expressed the belie! 
that It would be promptly brought ou 
of committee again and passed, so a 
to allow the people of the state lo voU 
on the question at the coming fal 
election.

Af- 
ter the plant has blossomed It dies 
down, but beneath the ground bulbs 
form which when they are trans- 
planted will produce a very pietty 
palm, after the palm becomes fully 
grown a change takes place and the 
palm becomes a lily.

The Federal government has appro- 


priated considerable money for this 
woikitndl believe it pays one half 
of the expense or possibly more, and 
in some counties the county commis- 
sioners appropriate another half or 
whatever proportion it may be, while 
lu others, chambers of commmerce 
are helping to support them. 
What- 
ever source II does come f.-om it should 
be from a permanent one. 


The Bureau or Counselor should 


have a central office from which to 
carry ou his work. The question will 
arise to some, what is this man go- 
ing to do and how is he going to ben 
elit us. 


He is on hand to help us with our 


problems of funning and also a sort 
of go between for the farmers and 
our State Argicultural College. 


He should have in Ms office certain 


information concerning each and ev 
ery locality, what crops do best heie 
and there, to assist anyone in legards 
to home mixing of fertilizers, plant- 
ing of orchards with regards to veri- 
ties for certain sections, spraying, or- 
ganizing cow-testing associations or 
showlug individuals bow to test their 
milk 
for butterlat and 
weighing, 


helping to start corn contests, care of 
poultry, etc. 


Someone will say impossible or that

I don't want 
to Bee a person who professes to know 
it all because he has no place with us 
or anywhere else 


What is wanted is a good common 


sense petson who is able to assimilate 
knowledge that will be to our advan- 
tage and one who can sift out what 
we need and impart it to us as we 
desire, one who can lay his hands 
on what we are after to enlighten 
us and aluo one who is willing to 
learn to take things ID as be 
i 


them in one part of the county and 
offer it to some other part where he 
thinks it will be to their advantage 


He should go about as wanted and 


us much as possible to assist us. Also 
he should hold meetings where it 
seemed they were desired, to talk on 
topics tbat were of interest and ben- 
efit to that locality. 


I think it would be well to have a 
board of directors to assist in plan 
ning the work and help lay it out as 
they see lit, to be selected from the 
vaiious parts of the county. It might 
be called the County Board of Agri- 
culture or Farm Bureau. 


The grangers' and fanners' clubs of 


the county should work together iu 
helping to make the organisation a 
successful and permanent thing, and 
it is to them that I especially wish to 
call this subject. 
I trust that each 


and every one of them will bring 
this matter up in their meetings ana 
discuss It ana see if we can't get 
something of this sort started, also 1 
think the various town councils or 
bodies who are Interested lu their 
neighboring rural 
districts 
might 


consider the subject, also the super- 
visors and school directors. 


My aim in writing this article is to 


draw the agricultural interests of 
Bucks county Into a stronger bond of 
unity one for another in trying to 
lielp one another solve our perplexing 
inoblems together. 
We need a spirit 


if 
fellowship and 
co-operation to 


break up this gap between us, aa it 
wore, each working separately with 
tbe various problems when we could 
and should be threshing them out to- 
gether. 


One of the kest examples of co-oper- 


ation among farmers is that of Lake- 
Held, Minn., where James C. Cald- 
well conceived the Idea of getting tlie 
fanners together and operating a grain 
elevator which 
they did und are 


running sucesafully. They have also 
established a co-operative bank, store, 
creamery and have even co-operated 
to the extent of combining the Bap- 
tist, 
Presbyterian 
and Mctbdoist 


churches into one vigorous and ag- 
greesivc congregation instead of three 
weak groups of worshippers.
